[Reasons for under'aking Typhoon Shelter.] 

‘The vital necessity and urgency of this 
work has been pressed repeatedly upon 
the Government by the Un-official members 
of the Counci], and my predecessor gave A 

ledge thattheGovernment would undertake 
it Without delay, avd would’ contribute & 
sum oqual to that subseribed by. the Com- 
munity towards the Typhoou Relief Fund, 
vis ~~§279,908.. The balance of this fund 
was handedjvertotheGovernment. It am- 
ounted to 335.804 and hus been carmatked 
asa fund for relief ih sim ireumsatances 
in the future. On my arri 
it devolved upon me, to make gool Sir 
Matthew Nathan's: pledge, and, when tho 
estimates were discussed, in September Iast 
Messrs. Osborne. and Hewett again very 
strongly urged the necessity for the shelter 
and’ blamed the Govornment for the delay. 
From what 1 can gather they voiced the 
wishes of tho Community. nt 

{Reasons for delay.] . 

This delay had arisen in the first place 
owing te a protracted discussion. as to the 
comparative merits of diiicrent sites, and 
in the second place to the time required 
for making a ‘reliable estimate, and in 
endeavouring to find: ‘an alternative aud 
cheaper scheme. . 

{Cost:] oe 

Whon the project Was first broached a 
rough calculation for foot run was mado 
merely for the purpose of contrasting the 
comparative cost of the different sites 
proposed, and the one at Mong Kok Tsui 
wagon this basis of calculation put down 
at. $600,000. When this dite had finally 
been decided upon, a detailed estimate was 
prepared by Mr Boulton, than whom there 
ia. probably no one better qualified for the 
task, 

It was receivod last Autumn, and com- 
municated by me to tho Council in my 
speéch when introducing the estimates, 
The amount was $1,400,000, and the great 
increase was stated to be partly due toa 
rise in prices of materials, and partly to 
the fact that the typhoon of September
